Stephen Vvilliam Havvking vvas born on January 
8, 1942 in Oxford, England. VVhen he vvas eight, 
his family moved to St. Albans, a tovvn about 20 
miles north of London. At eleven, Stephen vvent 
to St. Alban’s School, and then he went on to 
Oxford University, his father’s old college. (1) 
he preferred to do mathematics. Mathematics vvas 
not available at Oxford University, so he did physics 
instead. After three years, he received a first-class 
honors degree in physics. Then, in 1962, Stephen 
came to Cambridge University as a PhD student to 
research cosmology, the study of the universe as a 
whole. In early 1963, just before his 21* birthday, 
Havvking developed a motor neuron disease called 
ALS. Although doctors said that he could not live 
more than two years, he completed his doctorate.

This is the inspiring story of a courageous vvoman, Helen Keller. She vvas born 
in Alabama, the U.S.A., in 1880. VVhen she vvas 19 months old, she lost both 
her eyesight and hearing ability due to an illness. As Helen grevv into childhood, 
she developed a limited communication by using more than sixty signs that 
she had invented. In 1887, her parents contacted Alexander Graham Bell. He 
vvas vvorking vvith deaf children at that time. He advised them to take her to a 
special school, Perkins School for the Blind. There she met her teacher Annie 
Sullivan, and their 49 years of friendship began that day. Ms. Sullivan vvas such 
a determined vvoman that she didn't give up on Helen despite her stubborn 
behaviors. The first vvord that Helen understood vvas “vater”. Her teacher began 
to teach the vvords by spelling them on her hand, first. A year later, she learned 
to read and write in Braille. Next, she attended different schools and studied 
on many subjects. She learned to write using a special typewriter. In 1900, she 
was ready to attend Radcliffe College as a regular student. Ms. Sullivan helped her by translating every 
word in her hand. In 1903, she wrote her first book The Story of My Life. At the age of 24, she became the 
first deaf-blind person to graduate from a college. Her mission in life vvas to help other people, therefore 
she became an advocate for people vvith disabilities. Then, she founded the Helen Keller International 
Organization in 1915. Keller and Sullivan traveled to many countries including Japan. She inspired people 
in her speeches about ‘not to give up” and she fought for the women’s rights for equality. In 1955, she 
became the first woman to receive an honorary degree from Harvard University. Finally, she wrote 14 books, 
many essays and articles. In 1968, she died peacefully in her sleep, but her dreams are still alive with us.

Can you imagine yourself vvaiting in line to collect vvater? Or have you ever heard of Day Zero? İf vve 
keep wasting water the way we do now, our answer to these questions will be “Yes” in the very near 
future. In fact, it’s hard to imagine a country, surrounded by seas, is running out of water, but Turkey will 
suffer from water shortage in 11 years if we do not react to this.

Two years ago, COVID-19 did not yet exist, and a 
doctor called Uğur Şahin, vvho is Turkish, gave a talk 
at a seminar in Berlin. He made a brave prediction 
saying that his company might be able to develop a 
vaccine in the event of a global pandemic. On Monday, 
it was announced that a vaccine for the coronavirus 
was developed by Dr. Ugur Sahin and his wife, Dr. 
Özlem Türeci. “This vaccine is more than 90 percent 
effective in preventing the disease that has killed more 
than 1.2 million people worldwide,” Dr. Sahin said in an 
interview on Tuesday. Dr. Sahin, who is 55, was born 
in İskenderun, Turkey. When he was a little boy, his 
family moved to Cologne, Germany, and his parents 
started to work at a car factory. His only ambition 
was to be a doctor, and he became a physician at 
the University of Cologne. In 1993, he received his 
doctorate degree from the same university for his 
study on immunotherapy in tumor cells. Early in his 


career, he met Dr. Tureci, his future wife, whose father 
is a Turkish immigrant physician. On the day they got 
married in 2002, Dr. Sahin and Dr. Tureci returned to the 
lab right after the ceremony. The pair’s main concern 
was to research and to teach. In 2001, Dr. Sahin and 
Dr. Tureci founded a company which developed drugs 
to treat cancer. They founded their second company, 
which has currently 1800 employees, in 2008. “They 
care only about science. Discussing business is not 
their cup of tea,” said Sean Marett, chief commercial 
officer of the company. Even before the pandemic, the 
company raised hundreds of millions of dollars with 
offices in Berlin, other German cities and Cambridge. 
The two successful scientists live with their teenage 
daughter in a humble apartment near their office. They 
do not even have a car and they cycle to work.

This is the inspiring story of a courageous vvoman, Helen Keller. She vvas born 
in Alabama, the U.S.A., in 1880. VVhen she vvas 19 months old, she lost both 
her eyesight and hearing ability due to an illness. As Helen grew into childhood, 
she developed a limited communication by using more than sixty signs that 
she had invented. In 1887, her parents contacted Alexander Graham Bell. He 
was working with deaf children at that time. He advised them to take her to a 
special school, Perkins School for the Blind. There she met her teacher Annie 
Sullivan, and their 49 years of friendship began that day. Ms. Sullivan was such 
a determined woman that she didn’t give up on Helen despite her stubborn 
behaviors. The first word that Helen understood was ‘water’, Her teacher began 
to teach the words by spelling them on her hand, first. A year later, she learned 
to read and write in Braille. Next, she attended different schools and studied 
on many subjects. She learned to write using a special typewriter. In 1900, she 
was ready to attend Radcliffe College as a regular student. Ms. Sullivan helped her by translating every 
word in her hand. In 1903, she wrote her first book The Story of My Life. At the age of 24, she became the 
first deaf-blind person to graduate from a college. Her mission in life was to help other people, therefore 
she became an advocate for people with disabilities. Then, she founded the Helen Keller International 
Organization in 1915. Keller and Sullivan traveled to many countries including Japan. She inspired people 
in her speeches about ‘not to give up’ and she fought for the women’s rights for equality. In 1955, she 
became the first woman to receive an honorary degree from Harvard University. Finally, she wrote 14 books, 
many essays and articles. In 1968, she died peacefully in her sleep, but her dreams are still alive with us.

DAY ZERO 


Can you imagine yourself waiting in line to collect water? Or have you ever heard of Day Zero? If we 
keep wasting water the way we do now, our answer to these questions will be “Yes” in the very near 
future. In fact, it's hard to imagine a country, surrounded by seas, is running out of water, but Turkey will 
suffer from water shortage in 11 years if we do not react to this. Only 3% of Earth's water is freshwater, 
including the frozen form in glaciers, the vast majority of it is salty water in the oceans. By the year 2025, 
scientists predict that more than half of the world's population will face water shortages.

Two years ago, COVID-19 did not yet exist, and a 
doctor called Uğur Şahin, vvho is Turkish, gave a talk 
at a seminar in Berlin. He made a brave prediction 
saying that his company might be able to develop a 
vaccine in the event of a global pandemic. On Monday, 
it vas announced that a vaccine for the coronavirus 
was developed by Dr. Uğur Şahin and his wife, Dr. 
Özlem Türeci. “This vaccine is more than 90 percent 
effective in preventing the disease that has killed more 
than 1.2 million people worldwide,” Dr. Şahin said in an 
interview on Tuesday. Dr. Şahin, who is 55, was born 
in İskenderun, Turkey. VVhen he vvas a little boy, his 
family moved to Cologne, Germany, and his parents 
started to vvork at a car factory. His only ambition 
vvas to be a doctor, and he became a physician at 
the University of Cologne. In 1993, he received his 
doctorate degree from the same university for his 
study on immunotherapy in tumor cells. Early in his 


career, he met Dr. Tureci, his future vvife, vvhose father 
is a Turkish immigrant physician. On the day they got 
marriedin 2002, Dr. Şahin and Dr. Türeci returned to the 
lab right after the ceremony. The pair's main concern 
was to research and to teach. In 2001, Dr. Şahin and 
Dr. Türeci founded a company which developed drugs 
to treat cancer. They founded their second company, 
which has currently 1800 employees, in 2008. “They 
care only about science. Discussing business is not 
their cup of tea,” said Sean Marett, chief commercial 
officer of the company. Even before the pandemic, the 
company raised hundreds of millions of dollars with 
offices in Berlin, other German cities and Cambridge. 
The two successful scientists live with their teenage 
daughter in a humble apartment near their office.

His oldest brother taught him how 
to read and write when he was 5. Therefore, when he began 
school, he was well ahead of his classmates. Aziz was always 
the top student in his class throughout his primary education 
in Mardin. Thanks to an excellent teacher, he fell in love with 
the world of chemistry. He started studying medicine at the 
istanbul Medical School. During medical school, he became 
more familiar with DNA. He was really interested in the 
mystery of body molecules. Although his passion was to treat 
patients, he soon realized that treating patients didn’t involve 
discoveries. Then, he started doing research on molecular 
biology. In 1977, he joined one of the top laboratories in the 
U.S.A., the lab of Dr. Rupert at the University of Dallas, Texas. 
He was able to clone the gene that repairs UV-damaged DNA. 
With this discovery, he received the Nobel Prize in chemistry 
in 2015. He still works as a professor at the University of North 
Carolina School of Medicine. His wife is also a professor in 
biochemistry and biophysics.

Four years later, in order 
to prove that she vvas a qualified pilot, Earhart flevv across the 
Atlantic again, but this time she vvas the pilot of the plane. This 
flight lasted 14 hours and it vvas a record then. In 1935, she 
made the first flight across the Pacific Ocean from Hawaii to 
California successfully, and people called her as one of the 
vvorld”s most skilled and adventurous aviators. According to 
Amelia, there vvas one more dream left, and it vvas about flying 
around the vvorld. In 1937, she departed from Miami, Florida 
and traveled nearly 40,000 kilometers vvith her navigator. VVhile 
they vvere crossing the Pacific Ocean, their plane disappeared 
near Hovvland Island. Earhart vvas never found, and her life 
story ended mysteriously.

Lucas: | couldnt agree more, Joanna. | don’t want to be 
pessimistic, but if it’s controlled by the wrong hands, it can be 
used to develop mass destruction weapons. 

Ms. Dawson: Thanks, Lucas. In conclusion, can we say that 
Al is beneficial to our lives? But it should only be used to 
make the world a better place. Therefore, the abilities of the 
machines with Al should be limited and protected by law. 


Ms. Honey: Yes, Dennis. VVe're ready to listen to your 
presentation about Pavarotti, the famous Italian tenor. 
Dennis: Let me begin by showing some photos of him. 
Pavarotti was one of the most popular contemporary vocal 
performers in the world. He was born in an Italian town called 
Modena in 1935. His father, who was a baker, was a great 
opera lover and a gifted amateur tenor. Pavarotti was really 
keen on sports when he was a teenage boy. “I wish | were a 
goalkeeper,” he always said to his friends. He earned his first 
local fame as a member of the town’s soccer team. 

Ms. Honey: How did his singing career begin? 

Dennis: He first sang in the Modena chorus with his father. 
Then, he spent seven years in vocal training. While studying 
music, he had part-time jobs to sustain himself. First, as 
an elementary school teacher and then as an insurance 
salesman. 

Ms. Honey: When was his first appearance on stage? 
Dennis: Well, his debut came in April, 1961 in a popular 
opera La Boheme. He gave concerts not only in Italy but 
also in Amsterdam, Vienna, Zurich and London. Everybody 
called him Big Luciano because of his huge body and his 
extraordinary voice. In 1990, Pavarotti and two Spanish 
opera stars introduced opera classics at the Soccer World 
Cup. Millions of football fans around the world knew about 
opera classics. In 1998, Big Luciano was given a very special 
award, the Grammy Legend Award. 

Ms. Honey: When and why did his stage star begin to fade? 
Dennis: His stage star began to fade in his sixties because 
of his health problems. He had to cancel several concerts of 
his worldwide farewell tour. He got a reputation as the King of 
Cancellations. Big Luciano died in September, 2007.
